SPECIAL  SERVICES 


During  the  year  1946  the  functioijs  of  the  Special  Services  Section  was 
primarily  limited  to  the  following  activities  which  were  designed  to 
assist  in  heconvertimg  agriculture  to  a  peacetime  basis  and  assist 
veteraks  i  fj  becoming  re-established  on  farms. 

Farm  construction  applicatiohs  were  processed  through  the  state  and 

COUtlTY  offices,   PRIORITY  ASSISTANCE  FOR   HEEDED  BUILDING  MATERIALS  AND 

other  supplies  being  granted  by  the  state  committee.    this  program 
assured  an  equitable  distribution  of  construction  materials  for  farm 
buildings  on  the  basis  of  needs,  first  consideration  being  given  to 
returned  veteratjs. 

During  the  year  county  committees  administered  the  farm  machinery  ration- 
ing PROGRAM  UNDE«  WHICH  VETERANS'   PREFERENCE  CERTIFICATES  WERE  GRANTED 

to  veterans.
